Judge Sharp is survived by his 
wife, Mattie Young Sharp, whom

The fam- 
ily home is at 174 West Foothill 
boulevard. 

A native Californian, Judge 
Sharp was born in San Francisco 
April 17, 1875. He attended a 
district school out of Stockton and 
completed his school education at 
Oakland military school. He trav- 
eled for 10 years, making two 
trips around the ‘world. He was a 
veteran of the Spanish-American 
war. 

Judge Sharp was a member of

LT. COL. HABECKER IN 
BURMA 

Hundreds of Japanese soldiers 
were killed or wounded in a sur- 
prise air attack on a troop train 
headed for the Burma front when 
American Mustangs piloted by 
Lt. Col. John C. Habecker, bomb- 
ed the train.
